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N THIS issue of the Booklist is noted Miss Caroline Hewins’ 
last book in which she tells of her childhood and her books. 

The impossibility of writing of any period of her life with- 
out comment on books and reading is apparent, and here we 
glimpse the beginning of her appreciation of the best in litera- 
ture and her ready interest in new fields. This keen and vital 
interest permeates the annotated list, Books for boys and girls, 
a revision of which Miss Hewins was working on at the time 
of her death. This list has long been a source of inspiration 
not only to the searcher for books but to the makers of lists. 


HILE the beautiful edition of Blake’s Songs of innocence 
is hardly appropriate to recommend for a general chil- 
dren’s collection, there are many librarians who will wish to 


include it in their exhibit collections. The colophon states 
that this edition “is reproduced from a copy in the British 
Museum, has been printed and made in Great Britain, and 
was first published in the year 1926 by Minton, Balch & Co., 
of New York.” It is an unusually attractive book. 


ALENDARS fall outside the province of the Booklist and 

indeed there are certain days in the month when no one 
in the Booklist office can be induced to look at one. But the 
“Calendar of world heroes” which has come our way seems 
to us worth mentioning because it is the result of a world 
wide students’ contest instituted by Clement Biddle to select 
twelve world heroes. With the excellent portraits of the 
heroes, one on each panel, are printed the short prize winning 
essays. The calendar is an appropriate adjunct to school 
libraries and children’s rooms and may be had from the 
National council for prevention of war at Washington, D. C., 
for fifty cents. 





HE Keystone view company, Meadville, Pennsylvania, has 

on hand a surplus of six guide books which were written 
for and originally sold with stereographs. These (without the 
stereographs) they will give free to libraries which will pay car- 
riage charges. The books cover China, Rome, Russia, one hun- 
dred and forty places in Bible lands, Southern Judea, Part II 
and Part III.
